sometimes half a dozen delegates 
were on the floor talking at the same 
time. 


The first plank of the platform 
^ p ro v i d e d 
for

‘ issuance

greenbacks, based upon the credit 
of the nation, as a full legal tender 
for all debts, public or private, re­ 
deemable only in debts and reve­ 
nues due 
the government, 
10 be 
issued to make a volume of money 
equal to $50 per capita, or to do the 
business of the country.” 
It was 
changed by the adoption of the fol-. 
lowing substitute: 


“ 
We declare on the money ques­ 
tion that we believe in a national 
issue of government money direct 
; 
to the people, without the interven­ 
tion of banks, 
sufficient to do the 
business of the country on a cash 
basis, and made receivable in p a y ­ 
ment of 
all debts, dues and

mands, public and private.

Uvnited coinage of gold and silver 
the ratio of 16 to i and their 
Application to the payment of our 
national deb t.” 


Several ifiotions 
were made 
to 
strike out and amend 
this section, 
but they were lost. 


There were so many manifesta­ 
tions of a desire to make long and 
frequent speeches that the passage 
of a resolution was found necessary 
to limit the time of discussing to 
three minute for any person on any 
subject, and no person is permitted 
to speak twice on any subject.

some source or other, but the worst 
wrangling 
was

So numerous were the resolutions 
* ^ and motions being made that a res-

) olution was adopted requiring all 
resolutions to be handed in to the 
secretary in writing, with name of 
author.

Some of the speeches were of the 
most pathetic order and others so 
inflammable as to endanger spon­ 
taneous 
combustion.

seemed 
that everybody wanted to be heard 
and everybody had his own ideas 
on every question and wanted his 
own ideas adopted.

was finally adopted, and is as fol­ 
low’s: 


THE PLATFORM AS ADOPTED. 
V\ e declare on the money ques­
